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Nature,  frolics  with  the  sand.  The  sea  tosses  it  up  from  the 
bottom  of  the  ocean.  The  four  winds  catch  it  and  throw  it 
first  one  way,  then  another  and  back  again.  Flora  sends  in  her 
hungry,  httle  scouting  plants  to  tie  the  shifting  surface  down 
and  Rain  to  help  them  get  a  start.  Sometimes  they  are  ripped 
away.  Sometimes  they  are  able  to  chng  until  reinforcement 
comes  and  strong  nurse  shrubs  and  trees  take  control  and  stop 
the  fooling.  At  last  the  sand  that  once  floored  the  ocean  be- 
comes part  of  the  fertile  land. 

This  playful,  yet  profoundly  serious  eccentricity  of  Nature, 
is  vividly  apparent  at  the  beach  at  Ipswich.  From  month  to 
month  the  visitor  finds  hills  changed  about  and  higher  or  lower 
than  when  last  he  saw  them.  He  sees  exquisite  plants,  little 
known  elsewhere,  spread  in  gorgeous  patterns  on  a  background 
of  white  sand.  He  sees  Beach  heather.  Beach  Plum  and  Pine 
Trees  crowding  into  take  possession.  He  feels  the  tempo  of 
geological  process,  in  general  imperceptibly  slow^,  speeded  up 
here  so  that  he  who  runs  can  read. 

The  eternal  conflict  between  sea  and  land  with  wind  now 
chewing  them  together,  now  wrenching  them  apart,  is  made 
clear  at  the  Richard  T.  Crane,  Jr.  Reservation.  And  it  is 
beautiful.

The  Fifty-fifth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Corporation  was  held 
at  the  Women's  Republican  Club,  46  Beacon  Street,  Boston,  on 
January  30,  1946,  at  twelve  noon.  President  Robert  Walcott 
presiding.  All  reports  of  officers  and  Committees  for  1945 
were  presented,  and  appropriate  action  taken. 

The  question  of  the  change  ot  name  was  brought  up  and 
discussed  and  again  the  members  voted  to  refer  the  subject  back 
to  the  Standing  Committee  for  further  consideration  to  be  re- 
ported at  the  next  Annual  Meeting. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting  of  the  Corporation  190 
members  and  associates,  including  guests  and  delegates  from 
affiliated  organizations,  met  for  luncheon. 

President  Walcott  presided.  Chairman  Charles  S.  Bird  read 
the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  year  1945  and 
called  upon  Mr.  Fletcher  Steele,  Chairman  of  the  Reservations 
Committee,  to  state  our  objectives. 

President  Walcott  presented  the  Annual  Award  for  Dis- 
tinguished Service  for  Conservation  to  Mr.  Charles  S.  Bird, 
Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  The  Trustees. 

The  guest  speaker  was  Dr.  Robert  Cushman  Murphy  of  the 
American  Museum  of  Natural  History  who  spoke  on  "Living 
Memorials." 

REPORT  OF  THE  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE 

STANDING  COMMITTEE  TO  THE 
TRUSTEES  OF  PUBLIC  RESERVATIONS 
January  30^  1946 
By  Charles  S.  Bird,  Chairman 

It  has  been  my  duty  to  report  the  achievements  of  the 
.  rustees  of  Public  Reservations  for  many  years.  For  the  past 
three  years  I  have  been  pleased  to  announce  the  Annual  addition 
of  three  new  properties. 

The  Standing  Committee  set  this  objective  some  years  ago 
so  that  we  should  never  be  contented  with  being  only  an  organ- 
ization engaged  in  maintenance  of  a  few  Reservations,  but  one 
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diligent  in  saving  places  of  natural  beauty  and  historic  im- 
portance for  the  benefit  of  the  public  before  it  is  too  late. 

With  this  as  an  annual  objective,  we  have  played  a  sort  of  a 
game  each  year.  Though  it  has  been  a  stimulant  in  playing  the 
game  we  have  never  let  down  our  standards  covering  our  proper- 
ties which  must  have  some  outstanding  beauty  and  character 
and  never  too  large  in  acreage  or  tax  value  to  be  interesting. 

"Nothing  worth  having  or  caring  about  in  this  world  is  un- 
common," Walter  Scott  once  wrote.  As  land  guardians  we  are 
interested  for  our  own  holdings  only  in  uncommon  places,  but 
we  are  always  ready  to  support  any  worth  while  program  to 
increase  recreation  and  conservation  opportunities  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  It  is  a  satisfaction  that  we 
have  helped,  as  shown  in  our  past  reports,  to  secure  12  of  the 
parks  and  forests  which  are  now  administered  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Department  of  Conservation. 

The  following  are  our  achievements  this  year: 

First,  the  addition  of  what  now  will  be  known  as  the  Richard 
T.Crane,Jr.  Memorial  Reservation, embracing  the  Ipswich  Dunes 
and  Beach.  In  size  it  is  about  1000  acres  unsurpassed  as  a 
recreation  ground  and  bird  sanctuary  on  the  whole  coast  of 
Massachusetts.  This  magnificent  Reservation  is  a  gift  of  Mrs. 
Crane,  Cornelius  Crane,  and  the  Crane  family.  In  thanking 
them  for  their  generosity  I  can  think  of  no  more  lasting  me- 
morial, for  the  name  of  Richard  T.  Crane  will  not  only  be 
remembered  today  with  gratitude  but  by  citizens  of  many 
generations  to  come. 

Our  second  achievement  is  the  addition  of  60  acres  to  Holt 
Hill,  the  Charles  W.  Ward  Memorial  Reservation  in  Andover 
which  was  given  to  us  by  Mrs.  Ward.  We  not  only  thank  Mrs. 
Ward  for  this  additional  gift  but  for  her  continued  loyal  help 
and  interest. 

The  third  achievement  is  finding  two-thirds  of  the  purchase 
price  for  Bartholomew's  Cobble.  This  is  a  property  for  which 
we  have  been  in  negotiation  a  long  time.    It  is  a  famous  picnic 
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ground,  covering  a  stretch  of  land  about  half  a  mile  along  the 
Housatonic  River.  From  a  cliff  30  to  40  feet  high  is  seen  as 
fine  a  prospect  and  as  peaceful  and  pastoral  a  view  as  any  there 
is  along  the  Thames  River  in  England,  and  with  a  unique  out- 
cropping of  mossy  limestone  and  pockets  of  lime-soil  is  as 
universal  a  wild  garden  for  lime-loving  ferns  and  wild  flowers  as 
there  is  in  all  New  England.  There  is  no  place  more  interesting 
or  where  can  be  found  a  wider  variety  ot  rare  and  interesting 
native  plants. 

I  know  that  our  Secretary  would  be  delighted  to  receive  help. 
May  you  all  here  now  feel  generously  inclined  to  make  a  con- 
tribution. Our  general  endowment  fund  is  woefully  small 
causing  us  to  miss  many  opportunities  through  lack  of  income. 
I  repeat,  as  I  often  have,  that  anyone  who  makes  an  addition 
to  this  fund  and  encourages  others  to  do  as  well  is  a  friend 
indeed. 

Our  Secretary  has  promoted  the  Bay  Circuit,  served  on  a 
Committee  that  prevented  the  unnecessary  erection  of  a  broad- 
casting tower  on  Mount  Monadnock,  has  delivered  lectures  and 
shown  our  film  entitled  "Saving  beauty  spots  from  Cape  Cod 
to  the  Berkshires"  to  many  organizations;  has  visited  all  our 
Reservations  more  than  once;  and  has  spread  more  widely  the 
knowledge  ot  our  work.  Largely  through  his  efforts  I  am  glad 
to  welcome  three  new  Founder,  seven  Life,  and  36  Associate 
members  who  have  joined  us  this  year. 

I  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  our  Local  Committees 
for  all  that  they  have  done  for  us  during  the  past  year.  It  is 
our  aim  to  make  them  as  independent  and  responsible  as 
possible  not  only  for  the  maintenance  of  our  Reservations  but 
following  our  policy  of  keeping  them  in  as  natural  a  state  as 
possible,  nevertheless  carrying  out  improvements  which  will 
make  them  more  beautiful  and  useful. 

Where  there  is  freedom  there  is  hope;  where  there  is  free 
initiative  there  will  be  found  the  "mainspring  of  life."  "Freedom 
is  double  edged  and  dangerous  to  any  but  the  wise  and  robust," 
says  a  philosopher,  but  I  for  one  feel  if  we  hold  fast  to  freedom 
we  need  have  no  fear  for  the  future.

From  ax  Address  by  Dr.  Robert  Cushman  Murphy 
of  the 

American  Museum  of  Natural  History 
at  the 

Annual  Luncheon  Meeting  of  The  Trustees  of 
Public  Reservations 
on 

Wednesday,  January  30,  1946. 

"There  is  a  beauty  of  simplicity,  particularly  when  it  has  the 
aura  of  what  we  all  understand  by  the  word  'native',  and  per- 
haps that  beauty  has  something  more  nostalgic,  more  genuine, 
than  the  beauty  of  grandeur. 

*       *       *  * 

"Yet  as  you  know  there  is  now  in  this  country  at  the  present 
time,  a  sort  of  snobbery  regarding  the  kind  of  territory  that  may 
be  set  aside  and  preserved  forever  as  the  kind  of  sanctuary  in 
which  you  are  interested  in  making  and  keeping. 

*T  really  believ^e  that  it  is  this  point  of  view  that  has  prevented 
up  to  date,  the  establishment  of  the  Everglades  National  Park 
in  Florida.  The  Everglades  are  our  only  tropics,  and  they  are  or 
were  endless  waterways  overhung  with  Spanish  moss,  filled  with 
savannahs  and  cypresses  and  the  fast  disappearing  pineries, 
with  palmettos  and  the  hammocks,  with  alligators  and  croco- 
diles, too,  and  manatees,  around  the  margins,  and  cougars, 
perhaps  even  wolves,  and  egrets,  and  Louisiana  herons,  and 
cranes,  and  wood  ibises,  exquisite  snails  and  other  interesting 
vertebrates,  and  with  Seminole  Indians  who  are  still  their  own 
masters;  all  living  there  in  what  our  greatly  lamented  friend, 
Tom  Barbour,  called  'that  vanishing  Eden'.  And  yet  there  are 
men  —  politicians  and  other  folks  in  this  country  today  —  who 
still  think  this  whole  entrancing  area  is  not  of  'National  Park 
Standards'.  I  suppose  that  because  it  lacks  mountains  and 
painted  deserts,  and  things  of  that  sort.  There  are  even  some 
who  would  see  it  dry  up  and  burn,  before  they  would  do  any- 
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thing  to  keep  it  as  it  is  forever.  And  it  is  amazing  how  drainage 
in  and  about  the  Everglades  can  and  does  convert  waterways 
and  moist  muck  into  dust,  which  burns  up  right  down  to  the  core 
all  limestone  that  lies  below  it. 

*       *       *  * 

"Where  we  made  friends  for  our  simple  and  practical  and 
economical  project,  the  land  can  be  bought  for  very  little.  We 
have  the  endorsement  of  the  Garden  Club,  and  the  x-\merican 
Legion,  and  various  other  groups,  but  the  discouraging  feature, 
which  I  suppose  you  may  also  have  encountered,  is  the  in- 
difference of  the  politicians,  and  the  opposition  of  many  of  the 
country  newspapers.  'We  don't  need  the  Proserpines,'  they  say, 
editorially.  'Who  is  going  to  motor  75  miles  to  look  at  a  grove 
of  trees?'  'Why  should  the  County  buy  this  grove  when  the 
owners  freely  permit  the  entrance  ot  any  visitors  who  come  there?' 
Some  realistic  and  materialistic  people  even  say,  'Those  trees' 
—  or  usually,  'them  trees'  —  'are  needed  much  more  for  lumber 
right  now  than  they  are  as  a  standing  grove.'  Well,  of  course 
they  are  needed  for  lumber  —  another  drop  in  the  bottom  of  the 
kettle  to  be  boiled  away  quickly.  We  all  know  there  is  no  end  to 
industrial  needs  for  lumber,  and  many  other  things.  The  war 
has  necessarily  been  scraping  the  bc^ttom  of  the  barrel  still 
harder,  and  I  myself  saw  large  numbers  of  Douglas  firs  being  cut 
inside  the  Olympic  National  Park  the  summer  before  last. 
We,  however,  must  take  our  stand,  in  peace  time  at  least,  that 
the  more  desperate  our  needs  for  lumber,  and  certain  other 
things,  become,  the  more  important  it  is  to  prevent  the  last  of 
those  things  from  being  cut  or  used  up  in  any  way.  The  crisis 
that  may  come  ten  years  hence  will  be  even  worse  than  the  crisis 
now.  Now  it  is  not  moral  turpitude  that  makes  our  Long 
Island  editors  so  opposed  to  something  socially  desirable.  It  is 
rather  inertia,  and  the  characteristic  I  named  before,  smugness, 
which  the  Oxford  dictionary  defines  rather  delightfully 
alter  commonplace,  respectable,  narrow  minded,  self-satisfied, 
comfortable,  unambitious,  unimaginative  character.  That  is 
my  idea  of  a  complete  definition.  These  men  worship  the  God 
of  things  as  they  are. 

*       *       *  * 

"It  would  be  futile  —  it  always  is  —  to  permit  ourselves  to  be 
too  annoyed  at  indifference  and  opposition.  We  must  keep  our 
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good  humor,  and  proceed  at  once  forcefully  and  tactfully  to  go 
on  with  the  task  of  education.  The  idea  held  by  our  ancestors 
that  we  live  in  a  new  world  of  inexhaustible  substance,  really  dies 
very  hard.  It  is  no  detraction  from  the  courage  and  the  idealism 
of  our  ancestors,  for  us  to  point  out  the  errors  in  their  attitude 
toward  the  utilization  of  natural  resources  that  has  been  re- 
sponsible for  some  of  the  ills  that  have  befallen  us  today.  They 
were  unwittingly  responsible,  through  no  fault  of  their  own 
whatsoever,  for  a  large  part  of  the  stubborn  point  of  view  that 
still  makes  the  dissemination  of  the  truth  in  conservation  so 
hard  and  so  slow,  namely,  the  fallacy  of  the  inexhaustible.  We 
need  to  emphasize  that  it  was  not  only  qualities  of  spirit  such 
as  wisdom  and  courage  and  purpose  that  made  this  nation.  To 
an  equal  extent  it  was  the  fact  that  the  newcomers  in  America 
were  able  to  exploit  and  to  convert  to  their  own  wants,  the  most 
enormous  store  of  varied  natural  riches  that  has  ever  fallen 
into  the  power  of  mankind.  Poor  land  inevitably  makes  poor 
people.  We  have  become  a  great  people  partly  because  we  were 
able  to  take  so  much  for  nothing,  and  that  is  a  procedure  that 
can't  go  on  forever. 

*       *       *  * 

*Tn  Latin  America  the  effects  of  bad  land  management  have 
proceeded  at  a  devastating  pace  all  the  way  from  Mexico  to  Pata- 
gonia. Only  those  who  have  looked  for  themselves  there,  as  I 
have,  with  a  practiced  and  knowing  eye,  can  imagine  the 
frightening  extent  of  depression  of  the  soil,  the  only  part  of  the 
crust  of  the  earth  on  which  man  and  some  other  life  are  essen- 
tially dependent.  Only  those  who  have  seen  what  quick  ruin 
can  come  to  deforestation  of  equatorial  land,  can  imagine  what 
is  taking  place  in  equatorial  South  America. 

"My  colleague,  William  A'ogte,  well  known  for  his  critical 
reconnaissance  of  America  North  and  South,  believes  many  of 
our  sister  republics  in  the  new  world  are  doomed  to  steadily 
falling  standards  of  living,  bankruptcy,  and  ultimate  disappear- 
ance as  civilized  communities,  unless  this  trend  can  be  checked 
and  mended. 

"Similar  attendance,  all  too  well  attested  comes  from  New 
Zealand  and  many  other  corners  of  the  world.    We  are  ex- 
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treniely  lucky,  here  in  the  United  States,  badly  off  as  we  are, 
in  that  we  or  some  of  us  hav^e  seen  in  time,  or  hope  it  is  in  time, 
the  dangers,  and  are  bestirring  ourselves  to  do  something  about 
it.  There  is  really  no  new  philosophy  or  knowledge  in  this  at  all, 
but  it  is  rather  that  popular  sentiment  takes  a  long  time  to 
catch  up  with  the  knowledge  oi  the  seers  and  the  leaders,  for  it 
was  in  1864,  that  F.  P.  Marsh,  the  author  of  Man  and  Nature 
wrote  'The  \  engeance  of  Nature,  tor  the  violation  of  harmonies 
are  slow  though  sure,  and  the  gradual  deterioration  of  soil  and 
climate  are  certain  to  result  from  the  destruction  of  the  woods, 
as  any  natural  effect  to  follow  its  cause. 

"Now  in  comparison  with  the  status  of  a  whole  great  world. 
The  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations  may  seem  to  be  doing 
only  a  little  thing  in  a  very  little  fragment  of  the  earth.  But 
consider  the  power  of  example,  and  consider  as  Thoreau  claimed, 
'What  a  wedge,  what  a  beetle,  what  a  catapult,  is  an  earnest 
man.  What  can  resist  him?'  "

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PRESENTATION  OF  CONSERVAl  ION  MEDAL 

President  Walcott:  It  is  a  pleasant  custom  of  this  organi- 
zation to  give  a  medal  for  services  to  conservation  and  we  are, 
fortunately,  able  to  do  so  this  year. 

In  the  edition  of  the  Encyclopedia  Britannica  which  I  in- 
herited, conservation  doesn't  appear  as  a  heading;  apparently, 
it  was  unknown  at  the  time  it  was  published.  But,  at  that 
time,  in  the  nearby  country  town  of  his  birth,  the  recipient  of 
our  medal  was  already  practicing  conservation.  He  had  given 
the  Town  of  Walpole  a  forest,  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  Common- 
wealth; served  as  Chairman  of  the  Town  Planning  Committee 
and  Chairman  of  the  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Planning 
Boards;  presented  the  problems  ot  Town  Planning  in  a  published 
book  entitled  "Town  Planning  for  Small  Communities;"  or- 
ganized one  of  the  first  Boy  Scout  Troops  in  New  England;  and 
was  responsible  for  acquiring  land  now  used  as  playgrounds  at 
all  the  schools  in  his  town  and  tor  the  development  of  a  central 
park. 

He  has  kept  up  his  interest  in  all  these  things. 

The  Standing  Committee  takes  great  pleasure  in  presenting 
this  plaque  to  you,  Mr.  Bird. 

Mr.  Charles  S.  Bird:  Thank  you  very  much.  I  appreciate 
the  honor  conferred  upon  me  by  the  Committee  of  Awards,  I 
might  say,  imposed  upon  me.  I  accept  it  with  humility,  for  I 
think  there  are  many  others  who  are  deserving  of  it  more  than 
I. 

REPORT  OF  THE  RESERVATIONS  COMMITTEE 
FOR  1945 

Thanks  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Local  Committees  and  the 
Secretary,  Mr.  Fletcher,  the  Committee  on  Reservations  has 
found  this  year  only  profit  and  enjoyment  in  the  Reservations 
themselves,  together  with  stimulation  of  schemes  for  increasing 
usefulness  of  the  Trustees  work. 

The  corporation  was  established  to  acquire  and  hold  land  for 
the  enjoyment  of  the  public.    This  was  in  189L    At  that  time 
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provision  tor  the  recreation  of  the  people  on  land  held  for  their 
benefit  was  woefully  inadequate.  Due  in  large  measure  to  the 
early  work  of  the  Trustees,  conditions  have  radically  changed. 
Now  great  holdings  have  been  set  apart  tor  public  pleasure  and 
recreation.  The  pressure  to  increase  them  is  growing  and  with 
it  the  likelihood  of  having  more  beaches,  more  hills  and  waters 
reserved  for  the  purpose. 

By  contrast  with  these  grand  undertakings  by  public  au- 
thorities our  opportunities  are  modest.  This  could  not  be 
otherwise.  For  the  entertainment  of  vast  populations,  big  staffs 
of  administrators  and  endless  sums  of  money  are  required.  We 
have  but  pitifully  small  means  and  no  appetite  to  go  into  the 
business  of  administration  on  a  large  scale.  We  do  not  look  at 
ourselves  as  competitors  of  the  state  in  providing  recreation  for 
the  multitude. 

Instead,  we  incline  toward  a  different  interpretation  of  the 
word  "enjoyment"  from  the  one  in  fashion  at  Revere  Beach  or 
ev^en  at  the  roadside  picnic  grounds  at  Willard  Brook.  We 
believe  that  there  are  kinds  of  experience  more  refreshing  and 
lasting  to  some  people  than  a  sun  bath  or  briet  stop  tor  lunch 
in  a  sophisticated  picnic  grove.  We  were  ordered  by  the  legis- 
lature to  preserve  beautiful  and  historic  places,  not  to  change 
and  make  them  over  for  the  sort  of  enjoyment  wanted  by  the 
million  for  an  hour  on  Sundays.  When  the  millions  rush  away 
a  few  remain  who  like  quiet  and  birds  and  trees  and  mossy 
stones  on  old  bits  of  land  kept  just  as  they  have  always  been. 
There  are  many  who  find  enjoyment  in  living  over  the  past  in 
ancient  houses  and  on  farms  which  only  we  are  equipped  to 
preserve  and  make  available.  Such  people  do  not  find  either 
recreation  or  enjoyment  in  the  wholesale  operations  of  gigantic 
playgrounds.  To  provide  them  with  the  edification  which  spells 
enjoyment  to  them  is,  we  believe,  a  worthy  job — our  job. 

So  the  element  of  preservation  is  never  out  ot  our  minds. 
Even  when  a  popular  resort  like  Ipswich  Beach  comes  our  way, 
we  endeavor  to  make  as  few  and  inconspicuous  changes  as  will 
serve  the  minimum  needs  of  visitors.  It  is  naturally  part  of 
our  policy  to  protect  the  wild  life  on  our  lands.  Our  regulations 
are  strict  about  that  and  where  we  are  able,  we  have  wardens 
to  enforce  them. 
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Equally,  we  are  intent  on  the  preservation  ot  old  trees  and 
vegetation.  On  their  account  we  avoid  scientific  forestry  on  our 
lands.  The  aim  of  forestry  is  a  good  crop  of  commercially  useful 
trees.  It  removes  ancient,  often  battered,  veteran  monarchs  of 
the  wood  in  favor  of  younger  promising  specimens.  For  the 
commercial  grower,  that  is  wise.  But  we  are  not  commercial 
growers.  We  are  preservers  of  the  beautiful  and  the  old.  We 
glory  in  our  ancient  trees  without  giving  thought  to  lumber. 
If  we  had  our  way — which  means  money  enough — we  would 
cut  out  the  young  growth  that  interferes  with  the  old  and 
smothers  it. 

Whether  or  not  we  like  the  comparison,  we  are  in  fact  selectors 
and  keepers  of  museum  pieces,  valuable  either  for  scenic  beauty 
or  history.  We  do  not  take  on  land  merely  because  it  would 
serve  the  recreation  of  the  people.  That  must  be  left  to  others. 
What  we  do  is  to  search  for  places  of  significance — museum 
pieces  of  landscape.  Then  like  good  museum  people,  we  try  to 
preserve  them  and  keep  their  meaning  aliv^e. 

The  question  arises  as  to  whether  we  are  making  these  places 
as  interesting  and  useful  as  other  museums  do  with  their 
treasures.^  The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  more  could 
and  should  be  done.  Two  possibilities  come  to  mind.  The 
first  would  be  the  preparation  of  suitable  booklets  for  each  res- 
ervation which  would  explain  the  local  history  and  perhaps 
analyse  the  relation  of  the  scenery  to  landscape  painting.  This 
would  help  some  eyes  to  see.  Articles  would  cover  the  geology, 
botany,  ecology,  bird  and  animal  life,  (explaining  different 
tracks  in  the  snow,  for  instance).  The  reader  would  find  living 
illustrations  spread  out  before  his  eyes  and  ears.  The  enjoyment 
of  many  people  would  be  greatly  increased  if  such  information 
were  available. 

The  other  directive  would  be  more  difficult  to  carry  out 
without  interfering  with  the  natural  characteristics  which  we 
want  to  preserve.  Yet  surely  we  could  find  a  corner  in  every 
Reservation  where  it  would  not  be  offensive  to  put  labels 
identifying  typical  objects  of  interest — different  kinds  of  stone; 
marks  of  the  glaciers;  a  fox's  den;  a  squirrel  nest;  relics  of  an 
ancient  garden  next  an  old  cellar  hole;  types  of  trees  and 
shrubs,  ferns  and  beds  of  wild  flowers.    From  this  well  marked 
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corner,  visitors  could  then  proceed  with  more  interest  and  in- 
telligence to  unmarked  native  haunts.  Anyone  who  has  spent 
hours  in  the  outdoor  museum  at  Skanzen  in  Sweden  will  re- 
member with  gratitude  the  labels  on  the  fascinating  collection 
of  objects  assembled  there. 

With  such  data  established,  we  would  be  in  condition  to 
extend  our  usefulness  widely.  We  would  have  something  defi- 
nite to  offer  to  the  surprisingly  large  number  of  people  in 
Massachusetts  who  are  constantly  ''improving  their  minds." 
Once  lured  to  our  Reservations  by  their  intellects,  it  is  likely 
that  they  would  return  for  more  gentle  satisfactions.  The 
Committee  admits  to  a  certain  canniness  in  making  this  sug- 
gestion. Our  work  depends  on  the  active  support  of  intelligent 
people.  The  more  we  can  interest  in  legitimate  ways,  the  better 
for  all  concerned. 

Furthermore,  authoritative  books  and  labelled  museums 
would  become  well-nigh  indispensable  to  schools.  Not  all 
children  would  want  to  learn,  perhaps.  Most  of  them  would 
rather  be  at  Rev^ere  Beach.  Nevertheless,  the  seed  would  not 
all  fall  on  barren  ground.  Many  of  the  best  type  of  our  future 
citizens  are  eager  to  know  about  birds  and  animals  and  every- 
thing else  in  the  country.  In  time  we  would  build  up  a  broad- 
ening support  of  young  people  who  would  solace  our  old  age 
and  carry  us  on  to  future  achievements. 

We  might  well  go  further  with  more  commonplace  labels. 
Half  of  the  Reservations  have  high  points  controlling  extensive 
outlooks.  On  reaching  a  view,  legitimate  curiosity  asks  to  know 
what  are  the  conspicuous  features  in  the  distance.  It  would  be 
worth  while  to  make  bronze  placques  which  could  be  fastened 
in  the  rock,  telling  by  pointers  which  were  the  visible  mountains? 
lakes,  bays  and  cities.  The  last  time  I  vnsited  the  Charles  W. 
W'ard  Reservation,  it  was  my  pleasure  to  see  Mount  Agamenticus 
in  Maine,  and  only  the  word  of  Mr.  Fletcher  would  have 
persuaded  me  that  my  eyes  could  see  that  far  though  Monadnock 
was  there,  and  Watchusett.  There  were  others,  too,  which  we 
could  not  identify  for  lack  of  help.  Under  our  feet  were  noble 
pointers  to  the  solstice,  the  only  astronomical  indicator  on  any 
of  our  reservations.  It  should  be  supplemented  with  another 
dial  to  satisfy  every  day  curiosity. 
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Now  and  again  all  museums  ov^erlap  certain  activities  of  other 
institutions,  but  they  do  not  compete.  They  supplement  the 
others.  In  like  manner,  our  work  at  times  overlaps  the  field  of 
public  recreation  and  education.  Our  main  purpose,  however, 
is  to  preserve  and  decently  to  exploit  significant  places  of  scenic 
beauty  or  historic  interest.  We  compete  with  none.  We  try 
to  supplement  the  rest.

The  caretaker's  house  and  the  barn  are  now  connected  with 
the  electric  light  company's  wires  which  makes  it  more  con- 
venient. The  barn  was  shingled  with  the  aid  of  a  donation  of 
shingles  from  one  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Secretary  Fletcher  made  two  trips  to  the  reservation  to  inspect 
the  shingling  of  the  barn  and  the  installing  of  two  poles  for  the 
use  of  electric  light  lines.  These  poles  were  placed  so  that  they 
cannot  be  seen  from  the  road. 

Some  of  our  land  is  used  by  the  warden  for  grazing  as  he 
has  a  small  dairy  farm.  He  also  has  a  sugaring  off  house  to 
which  considerable  maple  sap  is  taken  from  the  many  sugar 
maples  on  the  place. 

L^p  to  the  time  of  the  lifting  of  the  gasoline  restrictions  there 
were  almost  no  visitors.  However,  it  is  anticipated  that  quite 
a  large  number  will  come  during  the  summer  of  1946.

The  Misery  Island  Reservations  consist  of  two  islands  lying 
about  one  mile  south  of  Beverly  Farms.  The  larger  of  the  two 
comprises  80  acres  and  is  the  largest  island  between  Boston 
and  Portland,  Maine.  The  small  island,  called  Little  Misery, 
is  about  10  acres.  The  Trustees  own  all  of  the  land  on  the  small 
island  and  about  nine  tenths  of  the  larger  one,  the  balance 
being  owned  by  the  Connolly  Estate  and  others. 

During  the  war,  the  islands  were  taken  over  by  the  Govern- 
ment and  visiting  was  prohibited.  After  V.E.  Day,  the  Coast 
Guard  moved  out,  and  a  warden  was  appointed  by  The  Trustees 
to  look  after  the  property.  During  the  past  summer  2,000 
people  visited  the  property,  and  it  was  used  many  times  for 
camping  and  picnics.  No  charge  was  made  for  the  use  of  the 
property  because  the  Local  Committee  felt  that  better  facilities 
and  conveniences  should  be  given  visitors  before  asking  them  to 
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pay  an  entrance  tee.  In  his  spare  time  during  the  summer,  the 
warden  cleared  up  deadwood  and  brush  and  cut  paths,  all  ot 
which  made  the  premises  more  attractive.  Next  summer  it  is 
hoped  that  the  poison  ivy,  which  is  prevalent,  on  all  the  islands 
in  the  vicinity  can  be  completely  eradicated. 

During  the  year  Mr.  Stephen  J.  Connolly,  our  beloved  Chair- 
man for  many  years,  passed  on.  His  son,  Mr.  Gregory  P. 
Connolly,  2nd  has  been  appointed  to  the  Local  Committee  and 
has  already  justified  the  wisdom  of  this  selection.  Mr.  Frederic 
C.  Church,  whose  summer  residence  is  on  West  Beach,  has  also 
been  appointed  to  the  Local  Committee.  Mr.  Church  is  the 
head  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of  Boston  and  is  very  much  interested 
in  having  such  a  lovely  spot  for  Boy  Scout  outings. 

At  present  the  Local  Committee  is  occupied  in  securing  a 
float  and  runway  so  that  yacht  tenders  can  land  their  passengers 
conveniently.  The  Committee  has  secured  an  option  of  a 
splendid  float  and  is  now  engaged  in  raising  money  to  pay  for 
it.  If  and  when  this  is  installed,  a  fee  will  be  charged,  and  it 
is  expected  that  the  Island  will  be  self-supporting.

For  the  first  time  in  three  years  it  has  been  possible  to  have 
some  work  done  on  the  Reservation  and  we  were  fortunate  in 
securing  sufficient  labor  to  cut  the  brush  on  all  trails.  The 
brush  was  also  removed  from  the  picnic  area  and  a  good  part 
of  the  brush  along  the  highway.  We  hope  to  finish  the  work  in 
1946. 

Through  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Fletcher,  a  new  and  attractive 
sign  has  been  placed  on  Route  7,  adjoining  the  picnic  grounds. 
Trail  signs  need  to  be  replaced  and  it  is  supposed  to  be  done 
during  1946. 
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Through  the  hne  cooperation  of  Conservation  Commissioner

Camp  at  Beartown.  These  are  now  in  place  and  with  rebuilding 
of  the  fireplaces,  the  picnic  area  will  be  in  better  cc^ndition  than 
ever  before.

The  Reservation  Committee  reports  that  for  the  summer  of 
1945  there  was  a  very  small  number  of  flowers  on  the  rhodo- 
dendrons. A  careful  examination  of  the  plants  in  the  autumn 
showed  that  there  were  only  a  few  flower  buds  set  for  next  year. 

The  walks  made  of  logs  have  badly  rotted  and  are  in  need  of 
replacement.  Due  to  the  scarcity  of  labor,  nothing  could  be 
done  during  the  past  year  to  renew  or  replace  them  but  as  soon 
as  possible  this  work  should  be  undertaken. 

There  was  an  infestation  of  gypsy  moths  on  the  neighboring 
land  which  partly  infested  the  reservation.  If  possible  next 
spring,  spraying  should  be  done  against  gypsy  moth  and  lace- 
wing  fly.  There  was  a  little  of  the  latter  noticed  on  the  under- 
sides of  the  rhododendron  leaves.

The  Old  Manse  was  open  to  the  public  on  every  reasonably 
fair  day  except  Mondays,  during  the  months  of  June  through 
September.  Our  custodians  were  also  in  attendance  on  fair 
weather  week-ends  during  most  of  April,  May,  October  and 
November.  The  attendance  figure  of  5543  is  30  per  cent  higher 
than  that  of  the  previous  year,  reflecting  the  lifting  of  gasoline 
rationing  and  the  general  trend  back  to  normal  conditions. 
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Of  late,  along  with  ev^eryone  else,  we  hav^e  been  handicapped 
by  lack  of  manual  help.  Such  work  about  the  grounds  as  the 
temporary  jacking  up  of  the  grape  arbor  and  the  patching  of  the 
fabric  of  the  weatherbeaten  sheds,  has  had  to  be  done  by 
members  of  your  committee  on  Sunday  mornings.  Volunteer 
work  likewise  did  a  little  judicious  clearing  on  the  land  at  the 
rear,  so  that,  without  there  being  any  raw  edges,  it  is  neverthe- 
less possible  for  those  in  the  house  again  to  see  the  river  as  it 
traces  slowly  down  stream  from  the  Red  Bridge.  Here  are  still 
the  neat  foundations  of  the  old  boat  house,  as  firm  as  they  were 
a  hundred  years  ago,  although  the  channel  to  the  main  current 
is  now  filled  up  with  mud  and  grasses. 

Along  the  north  side  of  the  Manse,  through  further  generosity 
of  the  Raymond  Emersons,  five  white  pines  were  set  out  last 
spring,  eventually  to  take  the  place  of  the  hve  that  were  planted 
there  by  Samuel  Ripley,  one  for  each  of  his  daughters.  Of  the 
original  set  just  one  still  stands,  the  tall  and  tattered  guardian 
that  gives  so  much  character  to  the  view  looking  across  the 
fields  at  us  from  the  Battle  Ground.  There  are  now,  of  course, 
six  trees  in  the  line,  but  the  old  timer  can  hardly  last  much 
longer.  He  is  breaking  in  his  young  successor. 

Inside  the  house  there  hav^e  been  the  usual  run  of  minor  re- 
pairs. The  floors  still  need  attention.  We  were  able  to  get  a 
painter  to  revive  the  surface  of  the  fireplace  wall  in  the  Dining 
Room.  This  we  have  been  very  reluctant  to  do,  but  we  finally 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  in  its  increasingly  cracked  and  peeling 
condition  the  wall  made  so  sad  and  dingy  a  sight  as  to  be  about 
all  the  average  visitor  could  see  when  he  was  ushered  into  the 
room.  A  very  skillful  painter  was  able  to  match  the  grained 
painting  of  the  other  three  walls  which  are  in  an  untouched 
condition. 

Probably  the  most  interesting  event  that  we  can  report  is 
that  last  summer  Mr.  Odell  Shepard  of  Hartford,  author  of 
"Pedlar's  Progress,"  —  a  life  of  Bronson  Alcott  —  came  to 
stay  at  the  Colonial  Inn  while  he  gathered  material  for  a  book 
that  he  is  writing  about  the  Manse  and  its  distinguished  occu- 
pants. We  tried  to  extend  to  him  every  courtesy,  including  giv- 
ing permission  for  his  photographer  to  take  as  many  pictures  as 
he  liked  for  the  illustrations.  It  would  be  hypocritical  to  pretend 
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that  there  was  not  a  method  in  our  hospitality.  The  book 
should  be  the  very  best  possible  publicity  for  us. 

We  should  be  able  to  open  next  spring  with  the  original 
windows,  inscribed  by  Hawthorne  with  his  wife's  diamond, 
back  in  position.  During  the  war  they  have  been  double  packed 
and  in  the  safe  keeping  of  a  local  vault,  guarded  against  the 
accidents  of  unsettled  times.  It  is  a  little  disconcerting,  after  all 
our  cautionary  maneuvering,  to  reflect  that  on  one  of  the  panes 
we  have  been  guarding  there  is  written,  in  Nathaniel  Haw- 
thorne's hand,  "Man's  accidents  are  God's  purposes."

The  Rocky  Woods  Reserv^ation  has  been  carefully  supervised 
during  the  past  year.  The  roads  and  trails  have  been  kept 
opened,  the  brush  has  been  moderately  kept  down.  The  Reser- 
vation has  been  used  considerably.  Naturally,  with  the  difficulty 
in  motor  transportation  until  recently,  there  have  been  many 
fewer  persons  in  the  Reservation  than  would  ordinarily  be  the 
case,  but,  nevertheless,  a  goodly  number  has  enjoyed  going 
through  the  different  parts  of  it.  The  horseback  riders  use  it 
quite  regularly.  Adequate  signs  have  been  placed  throughout 
the  Reserv^ation  on  all  the  important  trails  so  that  it  should  be 
easily  possible  for  any  one  to  find  their  way  about. 

It  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  season  a  warden  can  be 
stationed  at  the  entrance  to  direct  persons  to  the  different  parts 
of  the  Reservation  and  explain  some  of  the  especially  interesting 
features  which  exist,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  section  on  the  West 
side  of  the  Reservation,  which  contains  the  highest  point  from 
which  Mts.  Wachusett  and  Monadnock  can  be  seen,  will  be 
opened  up.

Hill.  Several  small  groups  camped  on  Boston  Hill  where  they 
cleared  a  camp  site  and  a  good  spring  of  water. 

Boston  Hill  entrance  to  the  Charles  W.  Ward  Reservation  is 
off  the  Lawrence  to  Middleton  Turnpike,  (near)  opposite  Boston 
Hill  Farm,  for  many  generations  the  home  of  the  Farnum 
Family.  The  trail  follows  the  old  Boston  Post  Road  for  a  short 
distance,  then  through  pasture  bars  and  up  the  steep  hillside  to 
Elephant  Rock. 

Much  ground  juniper  has  been  cleared  away  this  season. 

At  Elephant  Rock  we  hav^e  the  wnde  view  of  Essex  County 
Hills  and  Forests.

Dr.  Oliver  Howe,  for  many  years  Local  Committee  Chairman, 
resigned  this  year  because  of  impaired  health.  The  committee 
has  greatly  missed  the  leadership  of  the  doctor;  however,  we 
are  fortunate  in  being  able  to  seek  his  advice. 

The  final  lumbering  operations  have  been  completed  and 
much  of  the  slash  has  been  piled  by  navy  service  men  from  the 
ammunition  depot.  The  piles  will  be  burned  when  sale  con- 
ditions exist.  The  navy  help  was  very  welcome  with  the  difficult 
labor  situation.  The  fire  hazard,  although  not  eliminated 
entirely,  will  be  greatly  reduced  by  this  work. 
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Attendance  this  year  was  1,055  as  compared  with  an  estimated 
1,200  last  year.  1946  will  no  doubt  see  this  year's  figure  doubled 
as  gasoline  is  no  longer  a  problem.  The  picnic  area  is  a  big 
drawing  card  and  must  be  maintained.  Several  tables  will  need 
replacing  during  next  year. 

The  foot  trails  were  all  paint-blazed  during  the  year.  Their 
condition  is  fair  considering  the  recent  storms  and  high  winds. 
Some  ot  the  direction  signs  will  need  repainting  in  the  spring. 
I'hree  ot  the  wooden  foot  bridges  have  rotted  out.  As  these 
wooden  bridges  need  replacement  about  every  lour  years,  it 
seems  good  policy  to  adopt  stepping  stones  wherev^er  feasible. 

The  rhododendrons,  although  in  good  condition,  had  few 
blossoms  because  of  poor  weather.  Brass  Kettle  Brook  was 
blasted  clear  of  debris  in  its  upper  reaches,  improving  drainage 
in  one  of  the  low  areas. 

The  committee  will  perhaps  work  out  a  plan  for  developing 
a  holly  grove  area  in  Thayer  wood  during  the  next  year.  Also 
there  is  a  possibility  that  something  may  be  done  about  a  dam 
in  Brass  Kettle  Brook  to  create  a  small  pond  for  wild  fowl. 
It  is  hoped  that  you  who  read  this  report  will  find  time  to  leave 
your  autograph  in  our  register  during  1946. 

Many  people  coming  from  Boston  on  Route  3A  failed  to  find 
the  parking  area,  picnic  grove,  and  warden  service  because  they 
stopped  at  Thayer  entrance  not  realizing  what  lay  beyond. 
This  condition  has  been  corrected  by  the  erection  of  a  distinctive 
swinging  sign  at  Thayer  entrance  explaining  clearly  the  facilities 
ahead.

4.  That  the  members  of  the  local  Preservation  Committee 
should  undertake  to  distribute,  from  time  to  time,  literature 
issued  by  The  Trustees. 

5.  That,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  work  of  The  Trustees,  the 
members  of  the  local  Preservation  Committee  should  undertake 
to  further  the  growth  of  membership  in  The  Trustees.

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ACT  OF  INCORPORATION 


AN  ACT  TO  ESTABLISH 
THE  TRUSTEES  OF  PUBLIC  RESERVATIONS 

Chapter  352,  Acts  of  1891 
Massachusetts  General  Court 

Section  1.  Frederick  L.  Ames,  Philip  A.  Chase,  Christopher 
Clarke,  Charles  R.  Codman,  Elisha  S.  Converse,  George  F.  Hoar, 
John  J.  Russell,  Leverett  Saltonstall,  Charles  S.  Sargent, 
Nathaniel  S.  Shaler,  George  Sheldon,  William  S.  Shurtleff, 
George  H.  Tucker,  Francis  A.  Walker,  George  Wigglesworth, 
their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation 
by  the  name  of  The  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations,  for 
the  purpose  of  acquiring,  holding,  arranging,  maintaining,  and 
opening  to  the  public,  under  suitable  regulations,  beautiful  and 
historical  places  and  tracts  ot  land  within  this  Commonwealth, 
with  the  powers  and  privileges  and  subject  to  the  duties  set 
forth  in  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifteen  of  the  Public  Statutes 
and  in  such  other  general  laws  as  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be 
in  force  relating  to  such  corporations;  but  said  corporation  shall 
have  no  capital  stock. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  may  acquire  and  hold  by  grant, 
gift,  devise,  purchase,  or  otherwise,  real  estate  such  as  it  may 
deem  worthy  of  preservation  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  public, 
but  not  exceeding  one  million  dollars  in  value,  and  such  other 
property,  both  real  and  personal,  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper 
to  support  or  promote  the  objects  of  the  corporation,  but  not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  further  sum  of  one  million  dollars. 

Section  3.  All  personal  property  held  by  said  corporation, 
and  all  lands  which  it  may  cause  to  be  opened  and  kept  open 
to  the  public,  and  all  lands  which  it  may  acquire  and  hold  with 
this  object  in  view,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  in  the  same 
manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  the  property  of  literary, 
benevolent,  charitable,  and  scientific  institutions  incorporated 
within  this  Commonwealth  is  now  exempt  by  law;  but  no  lands 
so  acquired  and  held  and  not  open  to  the  public  shall  be  so 
exempt  from  taxation  for  a  longer  period  than  two  years.  Said 
corporation  shall  never  make  any  division  or  dividend  of  or 
from  its  property  or  income  among  its  members. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

THE  NATIONAL  TRUST  of  ENGLAND 


It  will  interest  our  members  and  others  to  know  something 
of  the  National  Trust  of  F'ngland,  an  organization  similar  to 
The  Trustees  of  Public  Reserv^ations.  The  history  of  the  Na- 
tional Trust  has  from  the  very  beginning  had  many  close  associa- 
tions with  the  United  States.  The  original  memorandum  under 
which  the  Trust  was  constituted  was  copied  from  the  statute 
"of  Incorporation"  of  The  I'rustees  of  Public  Reservations  in 
Massachusetts  in  1891,  55  years  ago. 

Most  ot  us  know  something  about  National  Trust  properties, 
some  we  have  seen,  others  we  have  read  about  in  the  papers. 
But  what  is  the  National  Trust? 

The  Natioxal  Trusi-  is  different  from  all  other  societies 
working  to  preserve  the  attractions  of  the  countryside  because 
it  is  incorporated  by  Act  ot  Parliament  with  many  special  powers 
and  privileges.  And  its  work  is  not  propaganda.  Its  funds  are 
used  for  acquiring  and  managing  for  the  benefit  of  the  Nation 
places  of  historic  interest  or  natural  beauty. 

Ix  THE  40  Years  since  it  was  started  it  has  acquired  some 
56,000  acres,  and  protected  by  special  agreements  over  15,000 
acres  more.  These  properties  are  mostly  managed  by  local 
Committees  and  so  in  a  sense  the  Trust  is  a  local  as  well  as  a 
National  body. 

1'he  Largest  Group  of  properties  protected  by  the  Trust 
is  in  the  Lake  District,  where  it  protects  over  24,000  acres  for 
the  Nation.  Some  of  its  other  properties  include  Box  Hill,  x\sh- 
ridge,  Dovedale,  a  mile  of  Hadrian's  Wall,  the  Farne  Islands, 
Bodiam  Castle,  Montacute  House,  and  most  of  the  village  of 
West  Wycombe. 

The  Trust  is  xor  a  Gov^ernment  body  and  the  only  funds  it 
has  are  those  it  can  raise  from  subscribing  members  and  the 
general  public.  Wherever  you  see  a  group  ot  properties  owned 
by  the  Trust,  you  see  a  monument  to  the  work  of  a  few  enthusi- 
asts who  started  the  work  of  the  Trust  there  and  raised  the  funds 
to  acquire  and  manage  the  properties.

DOES  not  the  landscape  deserve  attention? 
What  are  the  natural  features  which  make  a 
township  handsome? 

A  river,  with  its  waterfalls  and  meadows,  a  lake, 
a  hill,  a  clifF  or  individual  rocks,  a  forest,  and 
ancient  trees  standing  singly.  Such  things  are  beau- 
tiful; they  have  a  high  use  which  dollars  and  cents 
never  represent. 

If  the  inhabitants  of  a  town  were  wise,  they 
would  seek  to  preserve  these  things,  though  at  a 
considerable  expense. 

It  would  be  worth  while  if  in  each  town  a  com- 
mittee were  appointed  to  see  that  the  beauty  of  the 
town  received  no  detriment.  If  we  have  the  biggest 
bowlder  in  the  country,  then  it  should  not  belong 
to  an  individual,  nor  be  made  into  a  doorstep.  As 
in  many  countries  precious  metals  belong  to  the 
crown,  so  here  more  precious  natural  objects  of 
rare  beauty  should  belong  to  the  public.
